new German blow is imminent. The 
attack of March 21 in Picardy came 
to a dead halt on the last day of 
March. It was not until nine days 
later that the Germans opened their 
second successful drive—that in 
Flanders. But between April 1 and 
April 9 they made a desperate at- 
tack upon Arras, which had every 
indication of being as seriously in- 
tended as the later successful opera- 
tion south of Ypres. We may then 
reasonably look for an immediate at- 
tack by the Germans elsewhere. 

The second measure of the prob- 

ability of their attack is found in the 
number of divisions used in the pres- 
ent drive. On March 21 the Ger- 
mans attacked with 40 divisions, a 
total which was steadily increased 
to 82 at the end of the operation: 18 
more divisions were used before Ar- 
ras, and about 40 were employed in 
the Flanders operation. 
The striking power of the first 
German offensive between the Oise 
and-the Yser was, therefore, 140 di- 
visions. So far the Germans have 
not used above 50 divisions in Cham- 
pagne, and at a moderate estimate 
the striking force left to them would 
be another 60 divisions. They have 
then the power to deliver another 
blow as heavy as the recent thrust 
at the Aisne and the previous attack 
along the Lys. 

On Inside of Semi-Circle. 

In a sense, all speculation as to 
where this new blow is to fall is idle. 
Occupying the inside of a semi-circle 
the Germans may strike at will any- 
where between Verdun and Lillie 


with equal effectiveness, and they 
are bound to choose the point w:tich 
offers the promise of the least resist- 
ance, either by reason of inherent 
weakness or because of the dispatch 
of reserves to the threatened front 
before Paris. Thus we may assume 
that if the allies have weakened their 


forces before Amiens or between 
Lille and Arras, the Germans will 


| follow up their earlier successes on 


one of these fronts. 

If the first purpose of the Ger- 
mans be to produce a dislocation of 
the entire allied line between the 
Meuse and the sea, preliminary to 
the delivery of a supreme blow, noth- 
ing is more likely than that they will 
now attack somewhere between

hardi has a very interesting reference 
to precisely this same difficulty 
which confronted Napoleon in his 
brilliant 1814 campaign, where he 
won many local successes, but found 
himself without the reserves to en- 
force any of them. 

All things considered, the logical 
place to look for the blow that is to 
be expected would be eastward of 
Rheims, between that city and Ver- 
dun. 

An attack between Rheims and the. 
Argonne in the “dusty” Champagne 
would immensely’ strengthen the 
German position by relieving the 
threat to their flank which high 
kround south of Rheims constitutes. 
This high ground could not be held 
were the Germans to drive another 
salient east of it as they have now 
driven a wedge westward. It is, 
therefore, highly probable that the 
next German thrust may come on 
the scene of the French local success 
in the battle of Champagne in 1915. 

Such a thrust would carry a very 
great peril to the whole Verdun po- 
sition. It would create the same 
dangerous salient which existed at 
the time of the battle of the Marne, 
and it might compel the evacuation 
of Verdun and of the Meuse heights 
as far south as the line of the 
Marne, eastward to Bar-le-Duc and 
then at the Oranain, and thence to 
the Toul positions now occupied. by 
a section of the American army. : 

Foch's strategy in the same period 
is and probably will remain to avoid 
any counter-offensive of large di- 
mensions while the German still pos- 
sesses a great striking reserve. He 
many hope by superior economy to 
find himself at the close of the cam- 
paign with a sufficient striking force, 
but he must preserve an equality of 
reserves against the hour when the 
German stakes all. He must content 
himself with meeting and -parrying 
each thrust at the cost of valuable 
territory, until either German ex- 
haustion or a situation of too great 
peril on the allied side compels him 
to attack, as Joffre was finally com- 
pelled to attack in the Marne cam- 
paign, when the French had reached 
the last line on which it was possi- 
ble to defend Paris, Verdun and the 
eastern frontier. 

Wil Turn on Man Power. 
This brings us back again to the’ 


fact that this great campaign is go- 
ing to turn on man power, and every 
man we can get over from America 
helps to alleviate the present situa- 
tion and goes to insure our final suc- 
cess. These men can only be made 
fit to take their part in the present 
campaign. by being trained in the 
formalities of war-tried French and 
British divisions. To do anything else 
is to waste time, to waste effort and; 
more important still, to waste lives. 

This is not altogether the opinion 
of our American military authorities, 
but it is essential that the public 
should recognize the truth at this 
time. There is no doubt in my mind 
that we shall have more calls made 
on American man power this year, 
and public opinion must be prepared 
for this and for the sacrifices which 
it will entail. And in the broader 
aspect there is this further advan- 
tage: With Americans, French and 
British fighting together in the 
ranks, there will be an opportunity 
of getting to know each other in 
days of hardship and adversity, such 
as will go far toward cementing an 
understanding that will keep the 
peace in the world in the future. 
This is an opportunity fhat will never | 
occur again, and it would be folly 
not to make the fullest possible use 
of it. 1

In my judgment, the department 
would be run a great deal better It 
there could be created two addition- 
al assistant secretaries. It is wrong 
to stay in Washington all the time 
without going to the different navy 


yards and without going down to the 


fleet, because it is essential to know 
and actually see the work that is de- 
ing done.” 
House Appointment Considered. 
Returning to the first plan—that 
of having House stationed abroad 
as executive representative—the

WAYS.TO COMBAT 
CRUISER SUBMARINES 


Archibald Hurd Advises 
Strengthening of Patrol to 
Keep Boats From Leaving 
Their Bases. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 6.—The German 
U-boat campaign off the Atlantic 
coast of the United States cannot be 
kept up for any length of time, in 
the opinion of Archibald Hurd, the 


naval writer, expressed in a state- 


ment issued last night. Hurd be- 
lieves the operations were under- 
taken in the hope of weakening the 
work of the American navy in Eu- 
ropean waters and of intimidating 
the American people. 

“There is no possibility of the 
enemy maintaining a long continued 
campaign off the shores of the 


United States, which would require 
a large number of U-boats,” Hurd 
said. The Diesel engine gives u 
greatly increased radius of action 
to big submarines. But Ney York 
is easily 3500 miles from the nearest 
German base and the return journey 
means a matter of 7000 miles, apart 
from the mileage involved in chas- 
ing merchantmen, so there is no 
reason to anticipate any such devel- 
opments as have been seen in Brit- 
ish waters and in the Mediterranean. 
The U-boats crossing the Atlantic 
must pass twice through the danger 
areas of patrols, aircrafts and mines. 

“There is a variety of measures 
available to the American authori- 
ties, short of relaxing the stringency 
of their anti-submarine measures on 
this side. For instance, outward and 
homeward-bound shipping can be 
dispersed thereby increasing the dif- 
ficulties of the U-boats in finding 
targets. 

“As soon as aircraft of suitable 


| types are available they can be used 


in escorting ships off the coast in 
association with such surface ves- 
sels as may be available, but I am 
afraid this method of hunting sub- 
marines will prove unproductive for 
the simple reason that only the very 
largest are able to operate so far 
from German ports. 

“They will probably best be com- 
batted in the narrow waters adja- 
cent to Great Britain through which 
all such raiders must pass unless 
they issue from the Mediterranean, 
which is possible, though unlikely. 
The number of such large subma- 
rines the Germans can build and 
man is limited. The losses during 
the last six or seven weeks have ex- 
ceeded the resources of the German 
yards. 

“As the defense of the United States 
against the German high seas fleet 
is maintained in the North Sea, as 
the Americans with rare and strate- 
gic insight have recognized, so the 
most effective measures against the 
long-distance U-boats must be taken 
on this side by increasing the num- 
ber of aerial and naval patrols and 
by further developing the mine fields 
in the North Sea.”

The story of how the Americans 
aided the French _in stopping the 
german advance at Chateau-Thierry 
is not a remarkable one. The regi- 
ment which bore the brunt of the 
fighting has had a glorious career 
dating back to revolutionary days. 
Although it is now composed mostly 
of enlisted men, many of whom had 
never been under fire before, it ar- 
rived in France and marched direct 
to the battle line from its training 
‘camp. The regiment’s fire was so 
deadly that they broke up an entire 
German formation and drove off the 
enemy in confusion. Their French 
comrades say they showed the great- 
est skill and accuracy while under 
fire. 

Enemy Lines Penetrated. 

An American patrol of 30 men 
penetrated to the enemy third lines 
in Luneville sector early this morn- 
ing. The position was strongly held. 
The Americans attacked with gre- 
nades, bayonets and bullets. 

The fight lasted 20 minutes, and 
many losses were inflicted on the 
enemy. The American loss was ex- 
tremely slight. 

The American party left its 
trenches just before the moon came 
up, crossed No Man's Land and 
dropped into the enemy first line 
without being detected. They ex- 
plored in both directions and then 
passed on to the second ‘line. Finding 
nothing there, they moved toward 
the third line and lay in wait for the 
enemy.

METTLE PROVED 
AT VEUILLY WOOD 


Splendid Initiative and En- 
terprise Demonstrated at 
Chateau Thierry, Says 
Daily Mail Writer. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
LONDON, June 6.—America’s en- 


try into the titanic struggle on the 


Marne gives it new interest in this 
country. 

Correspondents returning from 
France declare that the fighting 
strength of the American forces 
there will prove a surprise to Ger- 
mans, as their adaptability and re- 
source in what is to them a perfectly 
new war have already done. 

English Correspondent’s View. 

The military correspondent of the 
Daily Express, referring to the ap- 
pearance of the American troops in 
the great battle, says: 

In the story of the last 24 hours 
we are beginning to learn something 
of the fighting qualities of this re- 
serve—qualities which the German 
critics affected to despise. At Veuilly 
these new troops, acting as a self- 
contained force, not only riddled the 
enemy’s effort in that wooded area, 
but, by a magnificent counter-attack, 
hurled him back in disorder. 

“On the Marne, acting in conjunc- 
tion with French troops, the Ameri- 
can soldiers showed a capacity for 
adaptability and liason which is of 
far-reaching importance to the Gen- 
eralissimo of the allied forces. 

“These facts are calculated to give 
German commanders and the Ger- 
man people alike food for reflection 
not altogether of a comforting char- 
acter. Few communiques issued by 
the French command have contained 
statements more vital to the ultimate 
issue than those referring to the sol- 
diers of America in action. 

“Few official documents have con- 


tained more pregnant phrases than 


those referring to America’s sons in 
action, and the effect on the mind of 
the fatherland cannot but De pro- 
found.“ 

Initiative and Enterprise. 


The behavior of the American 
troops at Chateau Thierry has dem- 
onstrated more than anything that 
has yet happened on the American 
front the splendid initiative and en- 
terprise with which the American 
army is endowed, and nothing has 
aroused the keener enthusfasm of 
commander, says the Daily Mail cor- 
respondent with the American army 
in France. He quotes an unnamed 
French General as saying that the 
American spirit and enterprisé at a 
critical moment served to maintain 
the morale of the French troops 
around Chateau Thiferry. 

Among the incidents of the en- 
gagement the correspondent men- 
tions is the steadiness and persist- 
ence of the American machine gun- 
fire in the streets of Chateau Thier- 
ry. Company after company of the 
enemy marching four abreast re- 
peatedly tried to advance, but re- 
coiled sorely shattered before the 
fire of the American gunners. The 
streets were strewn with German 
dead and wounded and the American 
officers’ estimate they inflicted at 
least 1000 casualties. 

When a bridge across the Marne 
was blown up, the correspondent 
adds, Americans were left on the 
northern bank with the enemy in 
front of them and the river at their 
backs. Carrying their guns, the 
Americans descended to the lower 
banks of the river and under enemy 
machine-gun fire and artillery fire 
succeeded in reaching the next 


bridge. 
Arriving Regularly. 

The correspondent predicts that 
much will be heard of the deeds of 
the Americans in the next few days 
and adds: 

„American troops fresh from the 
United States continue to arrive with 
regularity and in numbers more than 
sufficient to justify renewed confi- 
dence in the ultimate triumph of the 
Entente. 

„% „„ * The Americans at this 
moment are distributed over a very 
wide front, indeed. 

„In some sectors entire Ameri- 
can divisions form one unit, holding 
a certain extent of line while else- 
where they are brigaded with 
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time being the allied resistance along 
the Marne and west of it is holding. 
In the stabilization process which has 
set in the American expeditionary 
forces have played a part of more 
than the proportion of their strength. 

At only a few hours’ notice the 
units supplied by Gen. Pershing 
were bundled into trains or motor 
trucks and carried hundreds of miles 
from the west and east to the thea- 
ter of operations bounded by the 
line running southward from the 
Oise valley to the Marne and east- 
ward along that historic stream to 
the Champagne plain. 

The Americans, of course, are nu- 
rmerically feeble compared with the 
powerful reserves France has thrown 
against the advancing foe. They are 
merely a small complement to Gen, 
Petain’s great army and as yet they 


can do no more than help the sol- 


diers of France bear the terrific 
strain. But Americans have no rea- 
son to feel anything but pride in 
what their soldiers have done during 
the last week, unimposing as their 
echievement may appear alongside 
that of the French. 
Hold Ground, Gain Some. 

In a space of little over 24 hours 
from the time Gen. Foch’s order 
reached the individual units, a body 
of American troops greater’ than 
any hitherto assembled along one 
part of the battle front was actively 
engaged against the enemy in the 
various sectors. At almost every 
point where they have been in line 
the Americans have established con- 
tact with the Germans and in many 
places they have been attacked. No- 
where have they lost a yard of 
ground, and at one place at least— 
Veuilly—they have forced the foe 
rearward. 

French Generals and the inter- 
allied high command have lost no 
time in letting Gen. Pershing and his 
subordinate commanders know how 
high an opinion of the Americans’ 
fighting capabilities they hold. Sat- 
isfaction of the rank and file of the 
French soldiery is in evidence wher- 
ever one goes behind -the front. 

I ‘saw one of our battalions hik- 
ing Pe the firing line this morn- 
ing. day was hot and the roads 
befogged With dust. Our boys were 
toting full packs but their heads 
were up and a smile was on nearly 
every face and a song on many lips. 

Along the road a French regiment 
just back from the inferno was rest- 
ing in the shade of some trees. Most 
of the poilus were stretched out flat 
on their backs and many of them 
were sleeping soundly. All were ap- 
parently too dog-tired to show the 
slightest interest in anything what- 
ever. But when the Americans 
marched by the Frenchmen straight- 
ened up, looked them over keenly 
and then broke into a sort of stran- 
gled cheer. 

The parched, dirt-caked mouths 
grinned and brown hands were 
waved encouragingly at the newcom- 
ers. The expression on these French- 
men’s faces was that of a man 
awakening from a frightful night- 
mare to find that the things he had 
feared were just a dream. 

Absence of Cannonading. 

It is a curious kind of warfare, this 
stupendous strife in which we are 
today so heavily involved. As I ap- 
proached one of the points at -vhich 
our troops are in line this morning 
a complete absence of thunderous 
cannonading was the first thing I 
noticed. 

After Verdun, the first Somme bat- 
tle and even the recent German drive 
in Picardy, the quiet in the Marne 
region is uncanny. The explanation 
is that the Germans have no heavy 
guns engaged. There are plenty of 


doubtless bring their heavies into 
play unless the front suddenly: shifts 


again. 

Meanwhile what — fn is * 
when either side attacks there 
short, sharp firing of light — 
unlimbered out in fields or 
roads @s in open campaigning, after 
which the infantry moves forward 
toward the enemy lines. These are 
not trenches, except at a few points 
where narrow ditches have been hur- 
riedly dug, but there are such nat- 
ural defensive positions as stone farm 
houses, sunken roads, hay mounds, 
trees or anything that may stop a 
bullet. 

Subterranean fighting has disap- 
peared in this battle—perhaps never 
to reappear—for there are no under- 
ground strongholds. Nor is there a 
single strand of barbed wire to be 
found along the whole front from 
Soissons to Rheims. 

Injun fightin’,” our doughboys 
call it, and they vastly prefer it to 
the monotony of trench warfare. The 
first of them went into. the firing 
line four days ago, after a swife hike 
from a training station. They were 
strung. along ridges or on other gec- 
‘graphically advantageous terrain. 

At first there was a-thin line of 
French troops in advance of them 
acting as outposts, but latterly ‘these 
have been ordered back, and at most 
places the Americans faced the en- 
emy entirely on “their own.” The 
Germans lost no time in spying out 
the whereabouts of the new arrivals. 

Machine Guns Effective. 

The airplanes performed prodigies 
of daring in low-altitude flights over 
our cantonments behind the front. 
Then on Saturday the enemy began 
to try out the Americans. The first 
onslaughts were easily squelched by 
our seventy-fives, which literally 
ripped the German storming columns 
asunder. 

The next day they became moro 
ambitious. From a village some 
300 yards away they launched two 
battalions, immediately behind which 
came another. Screening them- 
selves from shelis by  huddling 
against the side of a narrow ravine, 
the Germans got to within 150 yards 
of the American positions. Then 
they emerged into the open and 
raced across the méadows. ~~’ 

That was what our machine guns 
were waiting for. They sliced the’ 
enemy ranks apart as neatly as 
though their bullets were razors. 
Less that 20 per cent of the German 
forward column ‘got back to their 
own lines.

GERMAN BLOW BETWEEN _

Verdun Position, Says Military Critic,

The multiplying signs that the Ger- 
man drive in Champagne is ap- 
proaching its term must be accepted 
with the full understanding that a 
néw German blow is imminent. The 
attack of March 21 in Picardy came 
to a dead halt on the last day of 
March. It was not until nine days 
later that the Germans opened their 
second successful drive—that in 
Flanders. But between April 1 and 
April 9 they made a desperate at- 
tack upon Arras, which had every 
indication of being as seriously in- 
tended as the later successful opera- 
tion south of Ypres. We may then 
reasonably look for an immediate at- 
tack by the Germans elsewhere. 

The second measure of the prob- 
ability of their attack is found in the 
number of divisions used in the pres- 
ent drive. On March 21 the Ger- 
mans attacked with 40 divisions, a 
total which was steadily increased 
to 82 at the end of the operation: 18 
more divisions were used before Ar- 
ras, and about 40 were employed in 
the Flanders operation. 

The striking power of the first 
German offensive between the Oise 
and-the Yser was, therefore, 140 di- 
visions. So far the Germans have 
not used above 50 divisions in Cham- 
pagne, and at a moderate estimate 
the striking force left to them would 
be another 60 divisions. They have 
then the power to deliver another 
blow as heavy as the recent thrust 
at the Aisne and the previous attack 
along the Lys. 

On Inside of Semi-Circle. 
In a sense, all speculation as to 
where this new blow is to fall is idle. 
Occupying the inside of a semi-circle 
the Germans may strike at will any- 
where between Verdun and Lillie 
with equal effectiveness, and they 
are bound to choose the point weich

Will Turn on Man Power. 


This brings us back again to the 


fact that this great campaign is go- 
ing to turn on man power, and every 
man we can get over from America 
helps to alleviate the present situa- 
tion and goes to insure our final suc- 
cess. These men can only be made 
fit to take their part in the present 
campaign. by being trained in the 
formalities of war-tried French and 
British divisions.

Archibald Hurd Advises 
Strengthening of Patrol to 


Keep Boats From Leaving 
Their Bases. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 6:—The German 
U-boat campaign off the Atlantic 
coast of the United States cannot be 
kept up for any length of time, in 
the opinion of Archibald Hurd, the 
naval writer, expressed in a state- 
ment issued last night. Hurd be- 
lieves the operations were under- 
taken in the hope of wéakening the 
work of the American navy in Eu- 
ropean waters and of intimidating 
the American people. 

“There is no possibility of the 
enemy maintaining a long continued 
campaign off the shores of the 


United States, which would require 
a large number of U-boats,” Hurd 
said. The Diesel engine gives u 
greatly increased radius of action 
to big submarines. But Ney York 
is easily 3500 miles from the nearest 
German base and the return journey 
means a matter of 7000 miles, apart 
from the mileage involved in chas- 
ing merchantmen, so there is no 
reason to anticipate any such devel- 
opments as have been seen in Brit- 
ish waters and in the Mediterranean. 
The U-boats crossing the Atlantic 
must pass twice through the danger 
areas of patrols, aircrafts and mines. 

“There is a variety of measures 
available to the American authori- 
tles, short of relaxing the stringency 
of their anti-submarine measures on 
this side. For instance, outward and 
homeward-bound shipping can be 
dispersed thereby increasing the dif- 
ficulties of the U-boats in finding 
targets. 

“As soon as aircraft of suitabie 
types are available they can be used 
in escorting ships off the coast in 
association with such surface ves- 
sels as may be available, but I am 
afraid this method of hunting sub- 
marines will prove unproductive for 
the simple reason that only the very 
largest are able to operate so far 
from German ports. 

„They will probably best be com- 
batted in the narrow waters adja- 
cent to Great Britain through which 
all such raiders must pass unless 
they issue from the Mediterranean, 
which is possible, though unlikely. 
The number of such large subma- 
rines the Germans can build and 
man is limited. The losses during 
the last six or seven weeks have ex- 
ceeded the resources of the German 
yards. 

„As the defense of the United States 
against the German high seas fleet 
is maintained in the North Sea, as 
the Americans with rare and strate- 
gic insight have recognized, so the 
most effective measures against the 
long-distance U-boats must be taken 
on this side by increasing the num- 
ber of aerial and naval patrols and 
by further developing the mine fields 
in the North Sea.”

Shown of Far - Reaching

One Correspondent.

LONDON, June 6.—America’s en- 
try into the titanic struggle on the 
Marne gives it new interest in this 
country. 

Correspondents returning from 
France declare that the fighting 
strength of the American forces 
there will prove a surprise to Ger- 
mans, as their adaptability and re- 
source in what is to them a perfectly 
new war have already done 

English Correspondent’s View. 

The military correspondent of the 
Daily Express, referring to the ap- 
pearance of the American troops in 
the great battle, says: 

“In the story of the last 24 hours 
we are beginning to learn something 
of the fighting qualities of this re- 
serve—qualities which the German 
critics affected to despise. At Veuilly 
these new troops, acting as a self- 
contained force, not only riddled the 
enemy’s effort in that wooded area, 
but, by a magnificent counter-attack, 
hurled him back in disorder. 

“On the Marne, acting in conjunc- 
tion with French troops, the Ameri- 
can soldiers showed a capacity for 
adaptability and Mason which is of 
far-reaching importance to the Gen 
eralissimo of the allied forces. 

“These facts are calculated to give 
German commanders and the Ger- 
man people alike food for reflection 
not altogether of a comforting char- 
acter. Few communiques issued by 
the French command have contained 
statements more vital to the ultimate 
issue than those referring to the sol- 
diers of America in action. 

“Few official documents have con- 


tained more pregnant phrases than 


those referring to America’s sons in 
action, and the effect on the mind of 
the fatherland cannot but be pro- 
found.” 

Initiative and Enterprise. 

The behavfor of the American 
troops at Chateau Thierry has dem- 
onstrated more than anything that 
has yet happened on the American 
front the splendid initiative and en- 
terprise with which the American 
army is endowed, and nothing has 
aroused the keener enthustasm of 
commander, says the Daily Mail cor- 
respondent with the American army 
in France. He quotes an unnamed 
French General as saying that the 
American spirit and enterprise at a 
critical moment served to maintain 
the morale of the French troops 
around Chateau Thferry. 

Among the incidents of the en- 
gagement the correspondent men- 
tions is*the steadiness and persist- 
ence of the American machine gun- 
fire in the streets of Chateau Thier- 
ry.

IN 24 HOURS AFTER CALL

WITH THE AMERICAN FORCES 
ON THE MARNE, June 5.—For the 
time being the allied resistance along 
the Marne and west of it is holding. 
In the stabilization process which has 
set in the American expeditionary 
forces have played a part of more 
than the proportion of their strength. 

At only a few hours’ notice the 
units supplied by Gen. Pershing 
were bundled into trains or motor 
trucks and carried hundreds of miles 
from the west and east to the thea- 
ter of operations bounded by the 
line running southward from the 
Oise valley to the Marne and east- 
ward along that historic stream to 
the Champagne plain. 

The Americans, of course, are nu- 
rerically feeble compared with the 
powerful reserves France has thrown 
against the advancing foe. They are 
merely a small complement to Gen, 
Petain's great army and as yet they 
can do no more than help the sol- 
diers of France bear the terrific 
strain. But Americans have no rea- 
son to feel anything but pride in 
what their soldiers have done during 
the last week, unimposing as their 
cchievement may appear alongside 
that of the French. 

Hold Ground, Gain Some. 

In a space of little over 24 hours 
from the time Gen. Foch’s order 
reached the individual units, a body 
of American troops greater’ than 
any hitherto assembled along one 
part of the battle front was actively 
engaged against the enemy in the 
various sector’. At almost every 
point where they have been in line 
the Americans have established con- 
tact with the Germans and in many 
places they have been attacked. No- 
where have they lost a yard of 
ground, and at one place at least— 
Veuilly—they have forced the foe 
rearward. 

French Generals and the inter- 
allied high command have lost no 
time in letting Gen. Pershing and his 
subordinate commanders know how 
high an opinion of the Americans’ 
fighting capabilities they hold. Sat- 
isfaction of the rank and file of the 
French soldiery is in evidence wher- 
ever one goes behind the front. 

I ‘saw one of our battalions hik- 
ing toward the firing line this morn- 
ing. The day was hot and the roads 
befogged with dust. Our boys were 
toting full packs but their heads 
were up and a smile was on nearly 
every face and a song on many lips. 

Along the road a French regiment 
just back from the inferno was rest- 
ing in the shade of some trees. Most 
of the poilus were stretched out flat 
on their backs and many of them 
were sleeping soundly. All were ap- 
parently too dog-tired to show the 
slightest interest in anything what- 
ever. But when the Americans 
marched by the Frenchmen straight- 
ened up, looked them over keenly 
and then broke into a sort of stran- 
gled cheer, 

The parched, dirt-caked mouths 
grinned and brown hands were 
waved encouragingly at the newcom- 
ers. The expression on these French- 
men’s faces was that of a man 
awakening from a frightful night- 
mare to find that the things he had 
feared were just a dream. 

Absence of Cannonading. 

It is a curious kind of warfare, this 
stupendous strife in which we are 
today so heavily involved. As I ap- 
proached one of the points at -vhich 
our troops are in line this morning 
a complete absence of thunderous 
cannonading was the first thing I 
noticed. 

After Verdun, the first Somme bat- 
tle and even the recent German drive 
in ,Picardy, the quiet in the Marne 
region is uncanny. The explanation 
is that the Germans have no heavy 
guns engaged. There are plenty of

Machine Guns Effective. 

The airplanes performed prodigies 
of daring in low-altitude flights over 
our cantonments behind the front. 
Then on Saturday the enemy began 
to try out the Americans. The first 
onslaughts were easily squelched by 
our seventy-fives, which literally 
ripped the German storming columns 
asunder. 

The next day they became moro 
ambitious. From a village some 
300 yards away they launched two 
battalions, immediately behind which 
came another. Screening them- 
selves from shells by  huddling 
against the side of a narrow ravine, 
the Germans got to within 150 yards 
of the American positions. Then 
they emerged into the open and 
raced across the mea dow. 

That was what our machine guns 
were waiting for. They sliced’ the: 
enemy ranks apart as neatly as 
though their bullets were razors. 
Less that 20 per cent of the German 
forward column ‘got back to their 
own lines. The boys just piled 
them up in heaps,” the machine gun 
commander put it. 

The first experience in hand-to- 
hand encounter with the German 
storm truppen was had yesterday. 
Despite the cruelly harassing bar- 
rage laid by the American 75s, one’ 
of three storming columns succeeded 
in reaching a sort of fort which had 
been established in a farm house. 

Volleys from rifles and automatic 
rifles and our grenades drove the 
bulk of the attacking force back, but 
a considerable number of. the more 
tenacious set foot in our stronghold, 

“They've always told us the boches 
don’t relish steel,” a doughboy who 
had been in the show told me.

“He toppled down dead right on 
me.

Attorneys representing the oppo- 
sition today resumed the cross-exam- 
ination of Ernest P. Goodrich, a 
New York consulting engineer, who 
testified yesterday that the n 
bridge arbitrary on coal is excessive 
and discriminatory in favor of East 
St. Louis. 

Goodrich said that although St. 
Louis and East St. Louis were iden- 
tica] as an industrial district, the 
Terminal charged 20 cents per ton 
for the delivery-of coal into St. Louis 
over the bridge. This charge, he 
said, was explained by the Terminal 
as representing the actual cost of op- 
eration over the brfige, but it indi- 
cated a policy of making St. Louis 
bear the Terminal cost by itself. 

This policy, the witness declared, 
is contrary to railroad custom every- 
where, in that it does not distribute 
the cost of operation over one entire 
industrial district, but confines it to 
a particular section. 

Adjustment Suggested. 

From my studies of railroad tar- 
iffs and conditions surrounding the 
delivery of coal from nearby mines 
to St. Louis, I have concluded the 
Terminal charges are excessive and 
produce unduly large profits to the 
road in comparison with other rail- 
road terminals in the country,” 
Goodrich said. “An adjustment 
downward in rates can be equitably 
effected without disturbing the reve- 
nue of the Government lines, but 
abolishing the distrimination be- 
tween the East Side and St. Louis. 

The witness then suggested .that 
the present rate of 72% cents per 
ton on coal to St. Louis be reduced. 6 
cents, and that the rate of 52% cents 
per ton on coal to East St. Louis be 
increased 14 cents, making the com- 
mon rate on coal to any point in the 
entire industrial district 66% cents. 

Goodrich said he arrived at this 
figure by investigating the coal con- 
sumption here and in East St. Louis. 
St. Louis consumed 70 per cent of 
the coal brought to this district, 
while the East\Side consumed 30 per 
cent, he ‘said. ing the larger con- 
sumer, St. Louis entitled to a re- 
duction in rates, in Ais opinion, while 
East St. Louis, using\smaller quanti- 
ties of fuel, should have a higher 
rate in order ot equalize the rates. 

Housing Conditions on East Side. 

Testimony regarding housing con- 
ditions, which the witness character- 
ized as deplorable“ in East St. Louis, 
and a description of the marshy low- 
lands comprising the East Side in- 
dustrial district and other data were 
introduced into the record by former 
Gov. Folk, counsel for the Chamber 
of Commerce, over the objections by 
the defense. 

The testimony, Folk explained, was 
given for the purpose of showing 
that the movement of St. Louis 
manufacturing plants to East St. 
Louis was not brought about by nat- 
ural advantages in sites or locations 
and better surroundings for work- | 
men, but by the @iscriminatory coal 
rates charged by the Terminal. 

The cross-examination of Goodrich 
y@sterday by A. P. Humburg, coun- 
sel for the Illinois Central Railroad, 
one of the defendants, brought out 
the statement that his conclusions 
were drawn from figures obtained 
from the Chamber of Commerce and 
not by a study of the actual operat- 
ing conditions of railroads here.

Dr. John Zahorsky Lectures to 


Mothers on Feeding and Care 
of Young Children. 


Methods of preventing disease in 
infants were outlined yesterday aft- 
ernoon by Dr. John Zahorsky of 


4435 West Pine boulevard, in an in- 
teresting lecture delivered in the 


sixth floor assembly room of the 
Grand-Leader store before a large 
group of mothers, many of whom 
had infants with them. The talk 
was the third of a series to be given 
each day this week at the store in 
observance of National Baby Week. 

Dr. Zahorsky said that while di- 
sease in older babies was not to be 
looked upon as a>calamity, young 
babies should be kept free from 
sickness as much as possible. 

“Children who have never had 
disease,” he continued, don't de- 
velop the fighting quality necessary. 
to combat sickness later on, but in- 
fants are not ready for the fight and 
should be protected. Children with 
parents who are not strong start 
at a disadvantage and must be espe- 
cially watched. 

“There are two groups of diseases 
which we must look for. One is 
known as digestive disorders. The 
infant develops its digestive tract 
during the first few ‘months of -life- 
and the child who is. maternally 
nursed during this period is far bet- 
ter off than the one fed with a bot- 
tle. The influence of maternal 
nursing is felt throughout life and 
the baby so fed has a better’ chanee 
of ‘living to 80 or. 90 years of age 
than the child fed artificially. 


Child Begins to Eat. 

“Between 1 and 2 years’ of ag 
the child begins to eat. No the 
mother must assume that the child 
can’t eat anything until it is trained. 
Some mothers try to give a baby a 
whole egg. Tou wouldn't ask a child 
learning to walk to run a mile, yet it 
amounts to the same thing. 

“Give the child a small dose of 
food and increase it gradually from 
day to day. Don’t let it overeat. With 
careful and slow training, however, 
the baby can learn to eat anything 
wholesome. Teach the child to use 
its teeth. Most children just roll 
the food around in their mouth and 
swallow it. Give the child only 
wholesome and pure things to eat, 
free from any suggestion of disease 
germs. Cook everything well.” 

Dr. Zahorsky said that in addition 
to cooked foods such as potatoes and 
vegetables, the baby needs some raw 
foods. Fruit juices fill this want, 
especially orange juice, apples, cher- 
ries, grapes and blackberries, which 
ars usually free from disease germs. 
Strawberries and other berries which 
grow close to the soil should be given 
a child with great care, he added. 

A warning against.giving young 
babies ice cream of any kind was 
sounded by the physician in ho un- 
certain terms. “The average ice 
cream should be considered as 
poison for the young child and a 
great source of summer complaint,” 
he declared. ‘There is great dan- 
ger through ice cream because it is 
made from cream, brought from a. 
thousand sources. Don't give it to 
your baby unless you make it your- 
self with sterilized milk.“ 

Infectious Diseases. 

The second group of disease, Dr. 
Zahorsky pointed out, are infectious 
diseases, and are usually gotten 
through other children. A bis 
thing was accomplished when the 
old idea that a draft was dangerous 
was dispelled by mothers. . There is 
no more disease in a mild draft than 
in a glass of water, and the baby 
won't take cold except when he re- 
N germs from somebody else, he. 
said. 

“Keep. the baby away from every- 
body who has a cold.“ .the.physician. 
continued. “Don’t take him to visit 
where tlrere ‘are’ colds, ‘and ff ‘'yéu 
have a cold, don’t, wist a family. 
where there are children. The 
mother can't tell you to stay away, 
but she ought to. It is sometimes 
a great calamity for a baby to have 
brothers and sisters—they usually 
bring home from school all kinds of 
diseases and immediately infect the 
baby. 

“Keep the baby-clean, and every- 
thing with which he comes in con- 
tact clean. The intermingling of toys 
is a source of contagion. A baby 
puts everything in its mouth, and 
therefore you should be certain

| Wilfley to Have Important 
Bearing on Contest. 


ATKINSON ACTIVELY 
WORKING FOR FOLK 


Many Gardner Leaders Are 
Not Backing Wilfley, Ac- 
cording to Claims of Folk 
Headquarters.

Announcement yesterday by 
Charles M. Hay, former dry“ leader 
of the Missouri Legislature, that he 
will support Xenophon P. Wilfley for 
the Democratic nomination for Unit- 
ed States Senator, has disclosed a 
split among the anti-liquor leaders on 
the senatorship, former Gov. Joseph 
W. Folk having the support of John 
M. Atkinson, chairman of the con- 
solidated anti-liquor organizations of 
the State. 

Wilfley supporters today were con- 


tending that this split will have an 
important bearing on the contest out 
in the State, where, in reality, the 
nomination will be decided, 81 per 
cent of the Democratic vote of Mis- 
souri being cast outside of St. Louis, 
and in a territory which was shown 
by the vote in the last prohibition 
election to be dry.“ 

Hays statement followed closely 
upon the exclusive publication in the 
Post-Dispatch Tuesday of a letter 
written by Ignatius J. Bauer, secre- 
tary of the Association of Retail 
Liquor Dealers of the State, pledging 
that organization to fight Folk, and 
is taken by politicians as an effort 
to counteract the effect such a letter 
would be expected to have on the 
“dry” voters. 

Why He Supports Wilfley. 

The general purport of the Hay 
statement ts that Folk and Wilfley 
have the same attitude toward the 
liquor question, and that while Hay 
has supported Folk in other cam- 
paigns, he will support Wilfley this 
time, on the ground that Wilfley is 
serving under appointment, that he 
is loyal to the administration, that 
by November he. will be in thorough 
touch with important legislation, and 
that to make a change would be a 
mistake. 

Regarding the liquor dealers’ let- 
ter in opposition to Folk, Hay con- 
tends that it should have no effect 
upon either candidate. 

There is no indication in the letter 
of the part Hay expects to take in 
the campaign for Wilfley, but it is 
known that Atkinson is - actively 
working for Folk through the organ- 
ization he had when he was a candi- 
date for the nomination for Govérnor 
in 1916. 

This organization was second in 
strength to that of the Gardner or- 
ganization, Atkinson receiving 46,249 


votes in the Democratic primary, and 
only 949 of them being in St. Louis. 


There is little to indicate whether the 
Atkinsoh organization has lost much 
strength, but there are many indica- 
tions of deflections from the Gardner 
organization, due in a large measure 
to dissatisfaction ovér appointments 
made by the Governor. 
Gov. Gardner is making every ef- 
fort to line his friends up for Wilfley. 
but at the Folk headquarters it is 
said that reports are being received 
from out in the State every day that 
Gardner leaders are opposing Wil 
fley. 

The parceling out of jobs has been 
a sore trial to the Governor, and the 
enemies a Governor makes can read- 
ily be understood when it is realized 
that for almost every job he has 
there are from five to ten candidates, 
and usually all of those except the 
one appointed is ever afterward op- 
posed to the appointing power. 


„Division on Campaign Plan. 


The Wilfley supporters, it has be- 

come known, are divided among 
themselves on the plan of campaign, 
some of them urging Wilfley to come 
to Missouri for several campaign 
speeches, while others take the posi- 
sion that for him to leave Washing- 
ton would be fatal to his chances of 
nomination. 
It was announced from Washing- 
ton yesterday that he was preparing 
a campaign speech and that he would 
make a hurried trip to Missouri to 
deliver it, either in St..Louis or Mex- 
ico, his old home. Wilfley a week ago 
took advantage of a few days’ recess 
of the Senate to come to St. Louis to 
speed up his organization. At that 
time he declared his intention to re- 
main on the job in Washington no 
matter what the effect on his cam- 
paign might be, and that he would 
not have made that trip to St. Louis 
had not the Senafe been in recess.

NEW YORK, June 6.— More than 
20,000 physicians and surgeons and 
12,000 nurses have enrolled in the 
American army andthe Medical De- 


built up to 100,000 men, declared 
Surgeon-General William C. Gorgas, 
reviewing the work of the Medical 
Department in the first 14 months of 
the war, in an address here yesterday. 

In addition he said the United 
States has contributed 1500 doctors 
to the British service, 600 of whom 
went to the front immediately after 
this country became a belligerent. 

Gorgas contrasted the present 
medical corps with the force before 
the war, when there were less than 
600 doctors and 300 nurses and 3000 
enlisted men. In the first month of 
the war he said. Congress con- 
sidered an appropriation of $1,- 
000,000 for the department's work. 
and now a budget of $160,000,000 
has been presented. 

The Surgeon-General described the 
~extended scentific research of the de- 
partment preparatory to putting into 
practice preventive measures which 
he declared will reduce below 20 per 
cent the number of deaths and inca- 
pacitations in the service through 
disease. The loss of effectives 
through disease in the American 
army to date has been 9 per cent, 
the Surgeon-General asserted. This 
inevitably will be increased as more 
troops are transplanted to Europe 
and undergo the hardships of trench 
life and active fighting, he said, but 
the indifference which permitted 
devastating epochs in wars of former 
centuries and even in the Civil War 
has given way to scientific prepara- 
tions to forestall such losses. 

Gorgas declared that the waste“ 
of medical officers and men in the 
war has exceeded that of any other 
organization of the American army 
in proportion. He called attention 
to the deaths on duty of 80 medical 
officers, compared with less than a 
third of that number of officers in 
other units.

OF SALOONS AND CAFES 


Excise Commissioner Requests 
Action by Police in One Case 
as a Result. 


Excise Commissioner Lewis today 
requested Police Chief Young to 
“take action” against Harry Anastas, 
a saloon keeper at Sixth and Mar- 


ket streets, as a result of observa- 
tions by the commissioner when. he 
made visits to about 50 saloons and 
safes in the downtown and West End 


| districts last night. He found that 


women were being served with food 
and drinks in the rear of Anastas’ sa- 
loon, though no permit * been 
granted. 

The Commissioner, in company 
with Police Lieutenant Stinger and 
a patrolman, started his tour at 


James P. aGrdy’s saloon for negroes |- 


at 210 North Levee. Here there was 
some excitement. 
“Just Like Picture Show.” 

Telling of his experience today, 
the commissioner said Lieut. Stinger 
and the policeman went ahead of 
him into a room in the rear of the 
saloon. As he was about to enter he 
heard a shot and a negro ran out. 
Stinger pushed this negro back into 
the room. About 50 other negroes 
were there, gathered about a pool 
table. When the excitement died 
down he learned the shot had been 
fired by Stinger to intimidate the 
negroes and nobody was hurt. No 
weapons or dice were found on the 
negroes, but dice were scattered on 
the floor under the pool table: The 
commissioner described the scene 
here as being just like a picture 
show.” 

Saloons and cafes on Sixth street, 
between Olive and Market streets, 
were next visited. In these places, 
the Commissioner said he found 
“nicely dressed ladies with escorts“ 
and “everything was all right.“ 

“Proper As Could Be.” 
In a room back of Joe Daneri’s 


saloon, the Commissioner said, two 


women sang patriotic songs. He 
described this as being “a nice per- 
formance and as highly proper as 
could be.” 

He visited the saloon and two 
rooms above it conducted by Charles 
Mills, a negro, at 3147 Lawton ave- 
nue, and found everything there all 
right.“ 

His verdict on the saloons and 
cafes in the neighborhood of Grand 
avenue and Olive street was that 
they were “properly conducted.” 

The last call was at the Belvidere 
Roof Garden, at Delmar boulevard 
and Euclid avenue. There, the 
Commissioner said, he saw as nice 
a lot of people as you would want 
to see.“ The women singers there, 
as at other places visited, were in

HIGH PRICES BEST COMBATTED 
BY ECONOMY, WARBURG SAYS 


More We Save, More May We Hope 
to Keep Prices Down, Says Fed- 
eral Reserve Member. 

By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, June 6.—New high 
prices and accompanying inflation 


can best be combatted by strict per- 


sonal economy and by a correst-ond- 
ing saving of materials, labor and 
credit by business interests and mu- 
nicipalities, Paul M. Warburg, mem- 
ber of the Federal Reserve Board, 
and former New York banker, de- 
clared in an address today before the 
National Conference on War Econ- 
omy. 

“On one side of the balance sheet 
of the world corporation,” said War- 
burg, “are all things unconsumed 
On the other side are the dollars. 
If the dollars increase rapidly, end 
if:the ‘things’ do not increase, or if 
indeed, they decrease, there must en- 
sue inflation of prices. 

“The more we save the more do 
we increase the amount of ‘things’ 
on the one side of the ledger, and 
the more we may hope to succeed 
in keeping their prices down.”

Secretary of State Says This Is Last 
Day, Election Board Here Fixes 
Tomorrow as Last. 

There is a difference of opinion 
between the Secretary of State’s of- 
fice, at Jefferson City, and the St. 
Louis Election Board on whether to- 
day or tomorrow is the last day on 
which candidates for nominations at 
the August primary may file their 
declarations, chairman Arnold of the 
the board said today. The Secretary 
of State says today is the last day, 
and the election board has fixed 
tomorrow as the last. 

The difference is important, as 
many candidates for local offices 
wait until the last hour of the last 
day to file, in order to see what the 
opposition does. Howeyer, chairman 
Arnold said the offices would be 
kept open until midnight and to- 
morrow. 

The law provides that filing must | 
take place at least 60 days prior to 
the primary, Aug. 6. The commis- 
stoners here are calculating on the 
basis of including election day as the 
sixtieth day.

ing the bridge arbitrary, under a contract which 
expired about the time that the late Senator Wil- 
liam J. Stone’s term expired. The death of 
Senator Stone called Mr. Folk from the arbitrary 
battle line sooner than he expected. But, the 
arbitrary fight not yet having been won, there is 
no issue except personal ambition, loyalty and ca- 
pacity. 

Between Senator Wilfley, who holds the office 
by Gov. Gardner’s appointment and who is a 
candidate for election, and ex-Gov. Folk there is 
no choice as to loyalty. One is as fervent as the 
other. Both are ambitious. Gov. Folk has an 
excellent record as anti-boodle Circuit Attorney 
and Governor and has experience as an almost 
continuous officeholder for 18 years. Senator 
Wilfley is untried in office, but is a man of ex- 
cellent native ability and bright promise. 

In this dull outlook for publicity and interest, 
Mr. Folk happened upon a treasure trove. He 
produced a letter written by the head of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Association, calling upon every- 
one with a dry tongue and a wet mind to down 
Folk. It was an amazing letter, written so in- 
genidusly on the secret, made-to-order line, that, 
being signed and issyed by a Republican, there 
is widespread suspicion that it was intended to 
induce a cat-and-dog, wet-or-dry fight among the 
Democrats and brighten the forlorn hope of the 
Republicans. 

The letter certainly was a fool document. It 
gives Mr. Folk an opportunity to pose as a 
martyr of saloon vengeance, but we indulge the 
hope that the senatorial campaign will not de- 
generate into a controversy over soft and hard 
drinks. Congress has done all it can do on the 
liquor question and the people of Missouri will 
vote on a bone-dry prohibition amendment in

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EX-VICE PRESIDENT FAIRBANKS. 

In character and career the late C. W. Fair- 
banks was one of the most creditable figures that 
came into public view as creations of the Hanna 
regime in politics. He made his national debut as 
temporary chairman of the convention in St. 
Louis at which Mr. McKinley was named for 
President, performing the duties of presiding 
officer in a manner giving little promise of the 
facility he was later to acquire in the role as 
President of the Senate. A few months later he 
was chosen Senator from Indiana as the dis- 
tinctive choice of the Hanna element in his party, 
and as the representative of that element he was 
made running mate of Mr. Roosevelt on the pres- 
idential ticket of 1904. 

No great measures of public reform or social 
amelioration can be attributed to his personal 
initiative. However, an estimable private life and 
the dignity and judgment with which he filled 
demands while a Senator in Congress for eight 
years and twice a candidate for Vice President, 
in one of which candidacies he was successful, 
made him a respected figure in our public affairs. 

His name, previously a very familiar one to 
the voters, will be long associated in political 
annals with the 1916 demonstration that the 
magic of the old combination in national ticket- 
making, New York and Indiana, had finally lost 
its potency.

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99 AND MORE BLUE BOTTLES. 

The reported discovery of 26 empty one-quart 
whisky bottles in a single day on a single floor 
of the House office building at Washington is a 
little disconcerting .until further data afford a 
chance to apply the law averages. 

While this may represent the consumption of 
a part of the lower branch of Congress on a 
day of special thirst or some special occasion, 
like a member’s birthday, we are told that the 
normal number of empty whisky bottles found in 
the course of a month on this particular floor is 
only 160. This represents a total consumption on 
the five main floors of the big structure, with 
something added for attic and basement, of only 
about 1000 bottles per month. That is but 2.3 
quarts for each of the 435 members of the House, 
certainly not an excessive amount. 

On Dec. 17 last, two-thirds of these members 
by their votes on the prohibition amendment de- 
clared that their constituents at home, no matter 
what their condition or state of health or degree 
of thirst, should not be permitted 2.3 quarts, or 
even .3 of a quart or even a single drop. In fact, 
in the whole House but 128 men voted against the 
amendment on the day when Mr. Bryan, looking 
down from the gallery, saw the apotheosis of 
grape juice in America. 

It would be a less depressing exhibit of incon- 
sistency and even hypocrisy, if we could assume 
that the 128 are emptying all the bottles. But to 
assume that, we would have to assume that the 
grape juicers occupy a segregated district, instead 
of being distributed indiscriminately through the 
building. We would have to assume that the floor 
where the 26 empty bottles were found in one 
day and where normally 160 are ‘tound every 
month, is given over wholly to the scornful en- 
emies of grape juice. The office apartments; 
however, are not apportioned on that basis. 

If the 128 really are emptying all the 
bottles, something should be done about it. A

The statement of the committee of railroad rep- 
resentatives to whom was referred the report of 
the Inland Waterways Committee, that the depth 
of water between St. Louis and Cairo and Cairo 
and New Orleans is too uncertain to permit of 
navigation by barges drawing eight feet is com- 
pletely met by a report bf Brigadier-General W. 
H. Bixby, president of the Mississippi River 
Commission and division engineer of the West- 


bor Works. 

The railroad committee stated that the channel 
between St. Louis and Cairo frequently has only 
four feet five inches or water and cannot be relied 
upon to have better than six or seven feet, and 
that the channel between Cairo and New Orleans 


frequently makes navigation for eight-foot barges | 


impossible. 

Gen. Bixby refutes this statement with the rec- 
ords of the Mississippi River Commission. The 
records show that the aggregate time between 
reports of deficient depth and the securing of 
over eight feet has averaged less than 30 days a 
year and of securing over seven. feet less than 
12 days, for five years. This means, at the worst, 
an eight-foot channel for more than 11 months of 
the year and over seven feet for all the year ex- 
cept 12 days. This is less interruption than is 
caused in any other kind of navigation. 

The records show that in 14 years there have 
been only eight occasions when an eight-foot 
continuous channel was lacking and only 21 when 
the channel was less than nine feet, between 
Cairo and New Orleans. These occasions were 
caused by a single bar, easily and quickly re- 
movable. The report ends with this pertinent 
paragraph: 

The above statement of facts show that an 
8-foot channel from St. Louis to Cairo and 9 
feet from Cairo to New Orleans is practically 
dependent only upon the continuance of ap- 
propriations; and its continuous maintenance 
is as certain and regular as that of land 
travel. Moreover, it is much more difficult 
to sidetrack steamboats than it is to side- 
track railway cars, so that quick delivery of 
freight by water is much more probable than 
quick delivery of freight by rail. 


The gross misstatement of facts, directly con- 


‘trary to the actual records, made by the rdilroad 


committee exposes its attitude towards river 
navigation and ought to nullify the influence of 
its report concerning the feasibility of Missis- 
sippi navigation. In deciding a matter of such 
vital importance to the whole country, and espe- 
cially to the Mississippi Valley, as the use of the 
waterways in this transportation and industrial 
crisis we cannot believe that Mr. McAdoo will 
permit himself to be misguided by false state- 
ments and biased judgment. The exposure of the 
effort to deceive him is a good guide to the truth. 
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The saloon is slipping fast enough without tak - 
ing an extra and uncalled-for skid into politics. 
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WAR oo Nr. S CALM OPTIMISM. 

The statement issued by the Supreme War 
Council of the allies after its sixth session, held 
in London, sounds a mote of calm optimism which 
is the more convincing because, based on facts 
and dispositions known only to council members, 
it is already justified by developments of public 
knowledge. 

It may be assumed that the survey of the entire 
situation to which the statement refers was made 
by the council in anxiety and at great cost in 
labor involving a study of multitudinous details. 
The conclusion of the highest authorities in the 
allied military service is that the enemy’s pur- 
pose is certain to be baffled and his forces de- 
feated. Boundless faith is expressed in the pro- 
fessional qualities and leadership of Commander- 
in-Chief Foch. Unity in command is declared 
greatly to have improved allied prospects. Full 
confidence in the courage and fortitude of the 
armies is recorded. “The bringing of American 
troops, the council says, in a technical judg- 
ment; “will make it impossible for the enemy to 
gain victory by wearing out the allied reserve 
before the enemy has exhausted his own.” 

The assurance that not a single one of the 
free nations of the world will be abandoned to 
the despotism of Berlin will enhearten those races 
to whom the fortunes of war have been unkind 
in this greatest of contests, but whose sacrifices 
contribute to te common end. The free peoples 
and their magnificent soldiers will save civiliza- 
tion,” are inspiring words coming from this body 
which controls greater forces and holds in its 
hands mightier destinies than any other body in 
all history. 

The shock of the enemy’s new blow has already 
been spent. Even the empiric law of chances 
diminishes his prospect of any further great suc- 
cess. Repetition of his blows will become in- 
creasingly difficult. Civilization is being saved 
at incalculable cost, but it will be saved. To 
have lived in the times in which we live and to 
behold what we behold in a world unselfishly 
united in heroism and the performance of mighty 
deeds will hereafter be deemed a privilege. — 
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While grand juries scold about “jay walking,” 
automobiles continue to kill people at regular 
crossings, where, according to the grand jury 
theory, life is safe. The elderly woman who was 
killed at Delmar boulevard and Goodfellow 
avenue, Saturday evening, was not “jay-walking.”

The gas has a strong soe, verv 
noticeable at the start, but if a per- 
son for any reason remains in the 
room containing the gaseous atmos- 
phere he soon loses to some extent 
the ability to judge by the odor 
whether or not the air is heavily 
charged with the gas.. Therefore any 
one who persists in staying in the 
room after the gas is smelled may be 
a little while not suspect that he is 
running any risk, even at the n»- 
ment when he is on the point of 108 
ing consciousness. 

The person overco me eventually 
dies unless proper measures are 
promptly taken for his treatment. If 
a person so affected is promptly up- 
plied with fresh air or oxygen, re- 
covery is prompt and. complete. 
Since the chances of recovery de- 
crease rapidly with time, prompt 
treatment is very essential. 

As soon as the patient has been 
supplied with fresh air a doctor 
should be summoned and the gas 
company should be called. 

Fires and explosions are two other 
hazards which the proper handling 
of gas will largely eliminate, for both 
usually are the result of carelessness 
or ignorance of the risk. 


EVER search for a gas leak 
with a match, candle, lantern 
or with the aid of any other ordinary 
lighting appliance. .Even the switch 
operating the electric light may 
cause a sufficient spark to ignite the 
explosive mixture and thus cause dis- 
astrous results. 

Never try to locate the point of 
leakage by igniting the escaping gas, 
for unexpected “pockets” of explo- 
sive mixtures may exist. 

Never open any plugged or capped 
outlets while the gas is turned on. 

When lighting a gas oven, first 
open the door and then light the 


match before turning on the pilot. 


When pilot is lighted turn on first 
ore burner, then the other. Then 
turn off the pilot. Be sure both 
burners are lighted. Take similar 
precautichs when lighting a water 
heater. 

Never place a gas heater or other 
appliance near furniture or hangings 
which might catch fire if the appli- 
ance became overheated. Be careful 
of she location of gas plates, that 
they are not under a low shelf piled 
with inflammable materials. 

The gas range should never be 
used for drying clothing or other 
articles if this can be avoided. 

Never light the front burners of a 
range first and then reach over them 
to light the rear burners. This is 
very dangerous if a person is wear- 
ing a long flowing sleeve.

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Stickney Meets Wolff in 


Best Match of Tournament: 
Walker Now Title Factor 


Country Club Almost Certain to Have Representative in District 
Golf Final, as Result of Today’s Pairings— Manion Beaten 
by Wonderful Recoveries and Putting of Opponent.

Country Club has two players in the St. Louis District Golf Champion- 
ship semi-finals, scheduled for this afternoon, thanks to brilliant playing by 
G. Herbert Walker and S. G. Stickney. Their opponents, E. C. Sullivan of 
Sunset Hill and Clarence Wolff, of Algonquin, had easier matches, yester- 


day, and came through as expected. 

To Walker’s determination in the 
face of early discouragement may 
be ascribed his defeat of State 
Champion Jimmy Manion of Kirk- 
wood Country Club. Walker gave a 
splendid example of how to rise su- 
perior to bad fortune or bad playing. 
By his resolute recoveries and his 
really fine putting at distances of six 
feet and up, he was able not only to 
win from Manion, 3 and 1, but to fin- 
ish out his day with a medal score of 
77 to Manion’s 79. 

Walker was in trouble from his 
very first shot, lofting it over the 
cherry trees into the adjoining rough 
grass. He could not even see the No. 
1 green for his second shot. Manion 
had a beautiful tee shot and was on 
the green intwo. Walker then drove 
a perfect iron shot nearly 200 yards 
out of the rough. It was down hill 
and the ball rolled to within 10 feet 
of the cup, after striking the green. 
He rolled down in four, winning in 
what should have been Manion’s 
hole, when Manion’s putt was weak. 


Walker Again in Trouble. 

From the second tee Walker drove 
in the rough grass and was short on 
his sécond shot. Manion was dead to 
the hole seemingly on his third shot, 
but missed a putt on his fourth, giv- 
ing Walker a chance to halve it. 
Walker should have been 2 down, 
instead of 1 up at this hole. 

From the third tee Walker topped 
his drive, the ball rolling scarcely 50 
yards. He made a splendid recovery, 
but Manion played perfectly on this 
hole and won it. 

Walker made an indifferent tee 
shot at four, and went into the trees 
on his second stroke. With his usual 
steadiness under fire he was oa the 
green 25 feet from. the hole on his 
third, with a better lie than Manion’s. 
Walker barely missed holing a 25- 
foot putt on his fourth shot and was 
down in five. Manion missed a 
chance to halve it when he booted a 
5-foot putt. Manion’s short game 
was, as all through the afternoon, 
very poor. 

Walker drove to into the rough 
grass at the edge of the seventh 
green while Manion almost hit the 

hole-pin. But 16 halved it. 


Walker Misses One. 


On Hole No. 8 Walker made his 


only bad putt of the game. His drive 


was to the rough, but near the green. 
On his second shot he laid up very 
close and appeared to have a certain 
three; but he missed his only close 
putt of the afternoon, giving Manion 
a chance to win in 3 

At Hole 9, with the match all 
square, it appeared that Manion would 
take the lead. Walker drove to the 
left and his ball hit a tree when head- 
ed Yor about a seven-stroke lie; but 
the tree deflected the sphere into 
the middle of the fairway. On his 
second slot, he made only about 100 
yards and on his third he went into 
the rough ground on the right, Man- 
jon all the time keeping the course 
like a mariner. 

Walkers uncanny recovery from 
this bad lie, plus a 12-foot putt, how- 
ever, enabled him to halve the hole. 


Manion’s Long Game Better. 

Throughout the first round Man- 
ion had shown a much better long 
game than Walker, but had failed to 
get a single putt of more than five 
feet. 

Walker started the last nine holes 
confidently and his luck at Hole No. 
12 helped to break Manion's nerve. 
Walker sliced into the rough and 
his chance of this hole appeared hope- 
less; but another miracle recovery 
gave him a chance to offset his bad 
drive. He actually won the hole that 
Manion seemed to have clinched. 

Walker continued unshaken to the 
end and won from Manion. In jus- 
tice to Manion it must be said that 
he entered the match suffering from 
an ailment which forced him to sus- 
pend play at Hole 8, for a time. But 
Walker's play on the return journey, 
with the exception noted, was un- 
beatable.

N. L. Clubs Will

Railroad Rates 


NEW YORK, June 6.—A 3 
to co-operate with all other organ- 
med baseball interests in a request 
for a hearing before the railroad

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 6.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financlal re- 
view today, says: | 

“The stock market today lapsed 
into a lesultory movement of prices, 
in which each stocks or group of | 
stocks appeared to move on the basis | 
of influences peculiar to itself and 
mot of a general character. In gen- 
@ral, the tendency was downward. 

“The recent war news has been of 
@ character which pretty much re- 
moves it as a direct and general in- 
fluence on the market. With the 
German armies now pinned to their 
positions, but with no certainty as 
to whether or when they will try to 
resume the offensive at another point, 
the Stock Exchange naturally re- 
flects, so far as that part of the sit- 
uation is concerned, no definite ex- 
pectancy, favorable or unfavorable. 

“The general attitude of the mar- 
ket is the same as it was when ‘the 
Germans were bein gsimilarly held 
in the north last April, and when 
they were being checkmated in the 
Werdun drive of 1916. 

“That the submarine raid on our 
Own ships and in our own waters 
should be treated today, as it has 
been ever since Monday, as a finan- 
cially negligible influence, is one of 
those cases in which the Stock Ex- 
change can sometimes pass judg- 
ment more emphatically by doing 
nothing than by either advancing or 
declining. Nothing is more certain 
than that, if the consensus of finan- 
cial opinion had been that our trans- 
portation to Europe was to be seri- 
ously jeapardized or our coastwise 
ocean trade permanently itnerrupted, 
or our coast cities threatened by guns 
Or airplane bombs, it would have 
found immediate and emphatic re- 
flection in a general decline of prices. 

“But Wall Street's serious opinion 
evidently is, that whatever the Ger- 
man Government thought it would 
accomplish by this latest exploit, it 
has really been engaged in nothing 
but its own particular specialty, the 
gentle art of making new enemies 

Without any tangible profit of its 
own to show for it. 

“The markets have been far more 
disposed to interpret this whole per- 
formance as a confession of Berlin's 
uneasiness over the constantly in- 
creasing American reine -e to 
the allies’ western front, than a for- 
mifiable naval undertaking. 

„All of the experiences of this war 
would go to indicate that the chief 
result of this 8 n adrift 
on the open ocean, of helpless pas- 
sengers, men and women, will be the 
Same as that which in England, fol- 
folew the bombing of the unfortified 
coast resorts. From any other point 
of view, the markets have pronounced 
the consequences of the submarine 
raid entirely negligible.
